Mr. Woodfall arrived out early in August, and found that, with the exception of two 
pitehes at Raipas, the mine was generally poor ; that a large quantity of ore was in 
reserve at the old mine, but of inferior quality, and that, although the prospects war- 
ranted a continuance of operations, the risk undertaken was tooevident, In regard, 
however, to the working of the mines, and the manner in which every department 
of the establishment was conducted, Mr. Woodfall felt bound to express his unqua- 
lified approbation ; the whole was considered by him in the most perfect working 
order, and did the utmost credit to the manager, Mr. Thomas, and subordinates, 
After going minutely into every account, it was apparent that but little, if any, re- 
duction could be made in the mining or smelting departments, neither could the 

rations be forced, with the view of increasing the produce, without causing ad- 
ditional inconvenience hereafter. The only economy to be exercised would be in re- 
dacing the charges of management, and this could only be done toa small extent. 
Under these circumstances, the board have felt that the time has arrived when some 
active measures should be taken to provide additional capital, if the company is to 
continue its operations, 

It was confidently expected that the manager, Mr. Thomas (who has been elected 
in consequence of being a naturalised subject, a member of the Storthing or Norwe-

The amountof gold coin issued by the Sydney braneh 
of the Royal Miat during the quarter ended Sept, 30 was 232,000 sovereigns ; and 
the quantity of gold dust imported into the same establishment during the same pe- 
riod for the purpose of coinage, 57,217 ozs. The amount received during the quarter 
ended June 30 was 54,580 ozs. ; and for March 30, 65,875 ozs. There is, therefore, an 
increase of 2637 ozs. as compared with the preceding quarter, and a decrease of

THE IRON TRADE IN CLEVELAND (NORTH RIDING OF 
YORKSH{RE)—ALLEGED IRREGULARITY OF QUALITY. 


Srr,—I have read the remarks of “ Alequis,” in your last Journal, re- 
specting the immense deposits of ironstone in the Cleveland hills, with no 
ordinary pleasure, and from my own knowledge of the locality can fully 
endorse the following extract from his letter :—* From the extraordinary 
facilities provided by means of railway communication throughout this 
district, connecting the blast-furnaces not only with the ironstone, but 
also with the very best coke works and limestone quarries, with the 
readiest means of exportation to every part of the known world, is it un- 
reasonable to anticipate that Cleveland is destined to become a most im- 
portant, if not the principal, seat of the iron manufacture ?”’ 

‘The causes in operation to prevent the attainment of this high character 
are said to be threefold:—1. The extreme haste in blowing in the fur- 
naces after erection.—2, The use of an excessive blast.—3. The use of the 
most inferior coke, limestone, and fire-bricks, I shall not stop to dwell 
upon the first two objections, for the remedy is entirely under the control 
of the ironmasters in Cleveland, as much as in any part of the kingdom. 
On the third question, [ am in a position satisfactorily to answer your 
correspondent. It is nowa matter of notoriety in the iron trade that the 
best coke, probably, in the world is manufactured at Brancepeth, near 
Durham, by the eminent firm of Messrs. Strakers and Love, a distance of 
some 15 or 20 miles from the Middlesborough district, to which there is a 
direct communication by rail; the facility for obtaining a supply from 
this source has been recently much increased, by a new branch of railway 
from the North-Eastern Company's line, direct through the Auckland dis- 
trict. If the ironmasters neglect a means of supply now embraced by the 
principal railway companies for the use of their locomotives, they are 
evidently in the rear of our railway directors in a point of much impor- 
tance and true economy. 

The blue mountain limestone is, I believe, found in great abundance in 
the vicinity of Tow Law, in the same county (Durham), and I was never 
conscious before that there was the slightest difficulty in procuring it ; 
neither should I view it as a sine gua non, inasmuch as [ have been in- 
formed the magnesian limestone is used in some pacts of Scotland, where 
where the other is not very accessible, Good fire-bricks can also be pro- 
cured from the Tyne to any extent, from the well-known firms of Cowan 
and Ramsay, and likewise from Brancepeth, from the same firm who ma- 
nufacture the coke; the latter place has certainly the advantage of prox- 
imity to the field of operation, I believe one further ingredient is neces- 
sary to complete success in the manufacture of the Cleveland iron—the 
mixture of the Camberland or hematite ore in a small proportion with the 
former, which is found to make a stronger and better iron, From an 
analysis lately made of the ore of the Cleveland beds, I found the per- 
centage was quite equal to that of the other mineral districts, The wonder 
certainly is that, with such peculiar advantages, so few capitalists have as 
yet settled in this locality.— Durham, Jan, 7.

MINING EDUCATION—SCHOOL OF MINES,

In his own estimation he appears to be a giant, and, therefore, it will 
ill become me to attempt to attack so formidable an opr t as your correspondent 
who writes from Waterloo. 

Mining for copper has been carried on in Germany for over 800 years, according to 
Mr. Darlington (vide Mining Journal, Jan. 3). The first systematic mining for cop- 
per, in Cornwall, was about the year 1700; and the oldest patent we have for copper 
mining was granted by Queen Elizabeth to Daniel Houghsetter and Cornelius Devoz, 
two Germans, Itis not necessary here to aljude to the standard works on mining, 
and its allied sciences, written by Germans, and to enquire what are the text-books 
on that subject written by Cornishmea, With regard to mining maps, if Mr. Lean, 
on his nexc visit to London, will take the trouble to go to Jermyn-street, he will see 
the best foreign and English maps, and he will then be able to judge whether the 
former are so useless, as he dictatorially affirms. 

Mr. Robert Hunt, by the publication of the Mining Records, has done good service 
to the community at large. Although ts of all ab 1 mines are to be found 
in the mining archives of all continental states, thereby preventing a useless expen- 
diture of capital, I cannot believe that at present he will be able successfully to curry 
out his views of obtaining plans and sections here, as it would greatly militate against 
the practice of ** bal selling,” which has been found such a fruitful source of profit 
to some of our Cornish miners.

MINING SPECULATION, AND MINE BROKERS, 


Sre,—In your valuable Journal of Dec. 6, I perceive Mr. Hopkins enlarges an your 
well-meant endeavours to direct attention to home mining in preference to fareign. 
As Mr. Hopkins evidently, by preparing this article as No. 1, means to continue a se- 
ries, it would be well to follow him, pari passu, and eluci@ate in the first place his 
Opinions in detail, Although I was conscious of the evil in England and Wales, I 
was not aware of any complaints of exorbitant dues being demanded in Ireland ; 
therefore, I should be glad to know what Mr. Hopkins considers fair dues for differ- 
ent localities? Next, Mr. Hopkins says mining jobbers often obtain setts under ex- 
orbitant dues, for the sake of trafficking in shares. This evil will soon cure itself, if 
the public draw their information from the series of papers to which Mr, Hopkins 
alludes in your Journal, and keeps the ‘* caveat emptor” in view. 

Small speculators seldom invest their capital in foreign schemes until they see high 
sounding names as directors, and high tities as professors attached to the prospectuses, 
few of which appear in the home market, where these professors are not at such pre- 
miums as abroad. 

English mining has progressed in a most satisfactory manner under the old regime, 
and Mr. Hopkins need not fear but the share-dealing mischief will soon wear itself 
out. If landlords, as he says, are willing to lower their dues, they will not lack ca- 
pitalists who will work their lands, The extortion of the landlords and their solici- 
tors drives their working into the hands of the best bidders—the needy speculator, 
who if he can get a good name or two into the directory on whom the steward can 
pounce, is all they require ; this matter is far more antagonistic to mining than all 
the unions of sharebroking and secretaryships of which he complains, 

As I belong to a class of men calied mine brokers, 1 am glad to find Mr. Hopkins 
allows them to be indispensable, and some of them respectable, and that we are 
anxious to see mining abuses corrected: but I for one should certainly prefer allow- 
ing the companies, when formed, to select such persons for secretaries as they think 
proper, without being subject to the unasked opinions of any parties. I know par- 
ties holding such situations, yet traffic in shares, whose dealings the breath of calumny 
never tainted, whose valuable services and extensive experience bave frequently been 
secured when, from the desire to have anything .but persons habitually connected 
with mining as pursers, such companies have been led into gross errors and difficulties, 

If speculators would only confine their patronage to persons acquainted with their 
duties, and would only see they attended to them, I agree the poee! bas mining would 
be far less; but how the capitalists and landowners are to join together to carry out 80 
desirable an object I am at a loss to conjecture, but I suppose Mr. Hopkins will pro- 
pound this as lucidly as he does all his other theories, which have and will convey 
such a vast amount of information and practical utility to the mining world.

Capt. Davies succeeded in reducing the purchase« 
money to $18,000, or as near as possible 3600/._ There can be no doubt that the Anglo- 
Californian Company have now a location second to none in the country; it is held 
under the best tenure existing.” 

Extract from Sir Henry Huntley’s despatch of Sept, 30, 1852 :— 

** It is my gratifying duty to inform the board that I have placed the company in 
full posses«ion of the mill and property for which I have been negotiating with Messrs. 
Baer andClayton, at Dicksburgh. The whole of the papers necessary toestablish a legal 
transfer of all that property to me, in trust for the Anglo-Californian Company, are 
in my hands, formally executed. I assure that I Lave had great difficulty in 
managing to put you in positive possession of this really splendid property, but thank 
God it is done, and the money you give is quite ridiculously below its value, Messrs, 
Baer and Davies came from Dicksburgh yesterday ; the latter brought me a piece of 
the Bricket ledge—part of the purchase property—it weighed 1 lb. 1 oz.; when 
pounded up there were very minute specks of gold in it, but much oxide of iron. I 
used no quicksilver, but merely washed away tne sand, and submitted the residue to 
the crucible and fluxes; the result was the button of gold enclosed; it weighs a 
little less than 10 grs., which would, for 1 Ib. 1 oz., be at the rate of between 28 and 
29 cents. to the pound, or between 8500 and §600 to the ton. I can hardly expect 
such a general result, yet I can see no reason against it, for the piece of quartz had 
scarcely anything to recommend it, beyond its general appearance, and the whole 
ledge is the same, so far as it is visible ; moreover this was an outside piece,”

«* Manuell tells me he would rather have an engineer to assist him. I can get one 
here whom I have known some time, and bears a high character.’’ 

Extract from a despatch from Sir H. V. Huntley, dated Oct, 28, 1853 :— 

* *® * * ‘7 have much pleasure in stating that both these men (i. e., Moyle 
and Manuell) are indefatigable in the performance of their respective duties. Onein 
every respect fully capable as a captain of miners, and the other as a skilful artificer 
who only seems to be unhappy when he is not working. It may prove to the boar 
the zeal of each when I stute that in six weeks the boiler was t very og Kom leted 
and got into its place, the whole of the rivetting having been done by Manuell, as- 
sisted by Moyle, though the latter had never before engaged in any such work ; and 
the boiler has been declared to be admirably put together, by many English aad 
American engincers competent to give an opinion on such a matter.” 

As to Brown’s Valley, Sir H. Huntley now says :— 

T shall conclude by briefly observing that I consider the worke of the companyin 
Brown’s Valley to be now in most excellent condition, but that I do not see how there 
can be a possibility of their being serviceable there, since the best quartz has been 
nearly, if not all, secured by the owners of the two mills before-mentioned.

THE JOINT-STOCK COMPANIES ACT, 1856. 


Srr,—In a recent number of your Journal I observe that a correspondent asserts 
that there is no clause in this Act which defines what is meant by limited liability 
and fears that at some future period the shareholders in a company registered under 
the Act, with limited liability, might find themselves in a very similar position to 
the unfortunate shareholders in the Royal British Bank. Now, although I admit that 
there is not a clause which directly states that by limited liability shai] be understood 
that “the shareholders are only jiable for the nominal value of the shares they sub- 
scribe for,” I have no hesitation in saying \hat the shareholders have nothing to fear 
as to the protection afforded them by the Act. Not being a member of the legal pro- 
fession perhaps you will obtain the opinion of some of _ legal friends as to whether 
: am —- in my views—if I am not, they may be able to show how the protection 

8 secured. 

Clause 13 enacts that upon the memorandum of association being registered the re- 
gistrar shall certify under his hand that the company, is incorporated, and in the case 
of a limited y, that the pany is limited: the subscribers of the memoran- 
dum of association, together with such other persons as may from time to time become 
s)areholders in the company, shall thereupon be a body corporate by the name pre- 
scribed in the memorandum of association, having a perpetual succession and acom- 
mon seal, with power to hold lands; but with such pecuniary liability on the part of 
the shareholders as hereinafter mentioned : the certificate of incorporation given by 
the registrar shall be conclusive evidence that all the requisitions of the Act have been 
comp.ied with. The pecuniary liability referred to in this clause appears to be the 
liability of the shareholders to pay calls to the amount of the nominal value of the 
shares; a8 Clause 22 makes unpaid calls a debt due from the holder of the shares to 
the company. Then, from the wording of Clause 41 it is evident that creditors can 
claim only from the company, as by that clause the company is placed in precisely the 
same position as an individual ; and Clause 43 makes the company, not the sharehold- 
ers individually, liable for engagements made by those in authority. 

Such being the enactments, I consider that an individual is no more liable to be 
sued for the debts of the company than he is for those contracted by a person with 
whom he is totally unsequainted. Leaving your legal correspondent todecide in thie 
matter, I must remind you that my liability for its truthfulness is— ‘ Limrrep”

Those who pretend in any 
way to be the instructors or guides of the public take on themselves a re- 
sponsibility, and must be bold enough to risk their professional knowledge 
and judgment, Something more than a mere statement of facts as to the 
past is looked for and required from such persons, whom time and expe- 
rience will generally make more prudent and cautious, and consequently 
safer fountains of advice. 

In his Review of British mining for 1855, the writer remarked, that 
prosperous as the past had been, there was every probability that 1856 
would be still more successful ; and at the end of March last, when peace 
was just concluded, and it was predicted that mining would be injuri- 
ously affected, by the expected depreciation of the metals, he observed 
that there was no reason for believing that the miner, as well as others, 
would not derive benefit from the altered state of circumstances, These 
anticipations have been fully realised in the results of the past year, as 
the following facts will show. 

The amount of dividends paid by British mines in 1855, was the largest 
paid in any one year previous to that time, and exceeded the amount of 
1854 by 16,362/.; while the increase in English mines alone was 20,392, 
over the previous year, and 121,838/. over the average annual amount of 
the previous ten years. The dividends paid by British mines in 1856 
exceeded the amount of 1855 by 61,428/.; and the English mines exceed 
the amount of 1855 by 46,839/., and the average of the previous ten years, 
by 189,749/7. It must be admitted, therefore, that this branch of national 
industry is in a sound and satisfactory position, and has progressed in a 
wonderful manner, either in a state of war or in time of peace. 

Soon after the conclusion of peace, most of the articles consumed in 
mining, such as tallow, candles, timber, hemp, cordage, coals, &c., fell in 
price, and in a great measure counteracted the temporary decline in the 
value of copper. Taking the eight principal dividend mines, it will be 
found that in 1855 they sold 65,144 tons of ore for 474,877/,, out of which 
they divided 202,306/., or 42°601 per cont. of the returns; whereas in 
1856, the same cight mines sold 71,464 tons, for 461,938/., out of which 
they divided 218,556/., or 47°312 percent. of the returns; so that although 
the average price per ton received for the ores was less, the percéntage 
of profit was greater. 

At the first sale of copper ores in Cornwall, in January, 1856, the ave- 
rage produce was 7}, and the price 7/. 2s. 6d. per ton; from that date 
the price gradually fell till the beginning of July, when ore of the same 

uce realised only 5/. 19s, 6d., or a decline of 1/. 3s. per ton of ore, 
he price then gradually rose, and at the end of ow ore of 73 pro- 
duce fetched 6/. 12s. per ton, During the month of December a very 
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rapid rise took place, and ore of 7} produce would now bring upwards of 
8/. per ton, showing a rise of about 2/. per ton of ore since a Lepesinn 
of July, and 14, since January last. Ores of all other produces have, of 
course, risen in proportion, It is believed by some persons that the price 
will go still higher, but this can scarcely be hoped, for very high prices are 
almost as bad as very low ones ; they cause unnatural excitement, which 
is certain to be followed by a reaction, the more rapid and disastrous that

or the purpose of supporting the opinion supply of copper 

falling off, it has been remarked that the quantity of ore sold in Cornwall 
in the last quarter of 1856 is smaller by 3658 tons than the quantity sold 
in the last quarter of 1855, and it is even seriously added that this fact 
alone is sufficient to account for the present high standard. But the quan- 
tity of ore affords no such criterion, without reference to its produce or 
richness—the quantity of fine metal it contains. It so happens that in this 
case the average produce of the smaller quantity sold in 1856 is fully $ per 
cent. higher than that of the larger quantity sold in 1855, and that the 
quantity of fine copper is really larger in the former than in the latter, as 
will be seen by the returns about to be pm The argument of dimi- 
nished supplies is not, therefore, founded on fact. But, as has been ob- 
served already, a very high price for copper would eventually be as inju- 
rious to the miner as a very low one, and there does not appear much 
probability of the supply being lessened. It will be seen that the copper 
mines of Cornwall and Soon yielded 952 tons of fine yor (worth up- 
wards of 100,000/.) more in 1856 then they did in 1855, and for the future 
there is every probability that the young mines about to start into a pro- 
fitable state will make up for any deficiency in the older concerns.

It will be seen, therefore, that the chief increase is on the lead mines, 
then the tin, and the copper and tin, while there is a trifling decrease on 
the copper mines, 

The year 1856 has not been so prolific of extraordinary or important 
discoveries, as the year 1855 was. There has been a moderate increase 
upon a number of mines, which in the aggregate, form the considerable 
item already noticed. As regards copper mines, the chief increase has 
been in Par Consols, 11,520/., South Frances, 6324/., and West Seton, 
6600/. ; while Hingston Down has decreased 4650/., Wheal Basset, 3968/., 
and Wheal Buller, 10,2407. The number of copper mines which paid 
dividends in 1855, was 35, and in 1856, 29. 

Notwithstanding the price of lead has been lower, it will be seen that 
the mines of this metal have contributed 60 per cent. of the total increase 
of the dividends paid in 1856, a fact, owing no doubt, to the general rich- 
ness of the ores for silver, a circumstance which at present is of some 
importance, 

n 1856, the lead mines of Wales have paid 19,335/., out of which 
15,785/. belongs to those of Cardiganshire, so long famous for its rich 
mineral resources. ‘These facts are of more importance, as, in 1855, the 
Welsh mines paid only 7535/., out of which Cardiganshire paid 6535/. 
From the present position and prospects of the mines in that county, itis 
probable that this progressive increase will be maintained. The principal 
lead mines of Cornwall and Devon which have increased their dividends 
are Exmouth and Adams by 3278/., Mary Ann 6400/., and Wheal Wrey, 
22541, South Tamar paid 4500/, in the first six months of the year, but 
the total destruction of the mine, at all events as a commercial speculation, 
by the breaking in of the river Tamar, which unfortunately happened in 
the autumn, precludes any chance of the concern appearing again in the 
dividend list. 

The high price of tin, which has risen during the year, has proved very 
favourable to the mines of that metal, the dividends in 1856 being nearly 
double those of 1855. The following mines paid in 1856, and not in the 
previous year :—Boscean, 2880/.; Ding Dong, 7056/.; Drake Walls, 
1600/,; Great Work, 3867/.; St. Ives Consols, 658/.; Tretoil, 1000/, ;

The two last columns annexed to the table of dividends will show the 
difference of prices of shares in dividend mines at the beginning and end 
of the year. Among progressive mines several have advanced consider- 
ably. Great Alfred from 30s. to 157. per 5120th ; Great South Tolgus 
from 6/. to 144/, = 6000th ; Grambler and St. Aubyn from 70/. to 120/. 
per 243d; East Tolgus from 33/. to 60/. per 256th ; Collacombe from 40/. 
to 50/, per 1000th; and East Basset from 45/. to 75/. per 256th; while 
others have fallen, such as Boiling well from 171. to 77. per 1000th ; Cli- 
jah and Wentworth from 16/, to 9/. per 1024th ; East Gunnis Lake from 
432/, to 12/. per 4000th ; and South Garras from 125/, to 35/, 

If one may venture to take a peep into futurity, the following will pro- 
bably be among the first of the pro ive mines which will enter the Di- 
vidend List :—Collacombe, Great South To’ Grambler and St. Aubyn, 
North Laxey, North Robert, Great Wheal , Porkellis United, Wheal 
Margery, West Fowey Consols, Cwm Sebon, Craddock Moor, and Pen- 
haldarva. The purchase of a few shares in each of these mines would be 
likely turn out very well in a short time. South Tolgus will resume 
dividends, and so also may West Caradon; but from present prospects, 
the latter is not likely to continue them for any length of time.

THE MINERAL PRODUCE OF GREAT BRITAIN: 
ITS VALUE AND PROGRESS.—No, III.

Lzeap.—The ore furnishing this metal is more uniformly distributed 
throughout the British Isles than copper, About 330 mines are making 
returns, but 400 mines may be estimated to be in operation, The total 
produce for some years past has experienced only a slight ineyease, For 
the year 1855, it amounted to 65,533 tons of lead, which realised 1,692,055, 
In the year 1828, the quantity raised in England and Wales was estimated 
at 47,500 tons, showing a difference in favour of 1855 of 18,033 tons, 
equal to an increase of 22 percent. perannum, A bespe quantity of British 
lead ore contains a valuable amount of silver. The richest ores are pro- 
duced in Cornwall, which yield an average of about 23 ozs. of silver per 
ton. The mines of Alston Moor, Weardale, Teesdale, &c., give from 6 to 
12 ozs. per ton of lead; Derbyshire and Shropshire lead contains from 1 
to 1} oz. per ton; the mines of Flintshire and Denbighshire average from 
4} to 6} ozs. per ton. The nett consumption of pig-lead in our home ma- 
nafacture for eight years, ending 1855, averaged nearly 55,000 tons per 


annum. The price of pig lead experienced great fluctuation during 
the present century; from 1806 to 1815 it ave 271. 12s. per ton;

Although, from a variety of causes, the mining companies of Jamaica 
formed in London have, with one exception (the Clarendon), ceased to exist as com- 
panies, mining enterprise in that island can by no means be looked upon as defunct. 
‘The Clarendon and local companies are pushing their operations with a degree of 
energy and skill that will doubtless lead to important and beneficial results. The 
failure of the companies above alluded to arose principally from the error of com- 
mencing operations witb too small a capital—an error induced by the highly-coloured 
reports, not only relative to the richness of the ores, but also the small outlay at which 
mining operations conld be conducted. A rich mine may exist at surface, but it is 
the exception and not the rule. That mines sometimes are mere surface excavations, 
the Ural and Altai Mountains prove, and copper is found literally on the surface in 
some parts of South Australia and North America; this, however, does not appear to 
be the case in Jamaica, and there, as in this country, time and perseverance are requi- 
site for the development of mineral wealth. . . 

From CLargnvon Mines the reports still continue of a favourable na- 
ture. The packet now due (Jan, 2) is expected, judging from previous reports, to 
bring intelligence of a highly important nature. ; Yet % 

CuantnG Cross occupies the most prominent position amongst Jamaica 
mines. It is the property of the Wheal Jamaica Company, and adjoins Stamford Hill. 
The Wheal Jamaica is eondneted on the Cost-book System, and is duly registered 
under the Island Act. ‘The !ode is of remarkable regularity, has been driven upon in 
five successive adit levels to a depth of 50 fms. from the highest, and nearly 70 fms. 
from the crest of the hill. In each of these levels (some of which have been driven 
upwards of 100 fms.) the lode has had a continuous branch of ore, varying from 2 or 
3 to 18 or 20 in. wide. Charing Cross has sold more copper than any other Jamaica 
mine; it has also shown throughout more regularity and continuity of lode, and isin 
this respect superior to any other mine in the island. During the past year this mine 
sold 62 tons of ore, at an average of about 16/. per ton. The last accounts from the 
mine are to Nov. 24, at which period the lode in the 50 was increasing in richness : 
50 tons of ore, of a high percentage, would be shipped about the middle of January 
inst.

The Rio Granpe and the Ertersitiz anp Barpowre Companies, also 
registered under the Island Act, are prosecuting their respective enterprises, and with 
a fair prospect of success. The mines of the former are situated in the parish of 
Portland. Small quantities of ore have been shipped to New York, and realised a 
high figure. The mines of the latter are in the parishes of St. George’s and St. An- 
drew’s. Two lodes have been discovered from 4 to 10 ft. wide, producing rich yellow 
ore, which has also commanded a high price. . - ‘ 

Tn addition to the companies above enumerated, other mines in various 
parts of the island are being worked by private enterprise. Amongst them may be 
named Mount Sa.us, Oranoe Broox,and Hore. Rich copper lodesexist in the two 
former, and at Hope a valuable discovery of argentiferous lead has been made. The 
standing and position of those engaged in these undertakings are sufficient guarantee 
that the work will be energetically carried on. Ata not very distant Jamaica 
may command a high position in the mining world. 








Sorvtion or Quartz.—The Australian papers just received from Mel- 
bourne report the discovery, by Count Dembinski, of a process by which quartz or 
filica is chemically dissolved, and all gold, metallic oxides, and metals contained in it 
precipitsted. His method is the foliowing :—One part of quartz in small pieces is, to- 
gether with two and a half or three parts of carbonate of soda, brought to a red heat 
and melted. Cast-iron tubes are perbaps the best vessels in which thia process can be 
done. Silicate of soda is now formed, deliquescent in air, and perfectly soluble in 
cold water, the carbonic acid of the soda being, of course, yes off by the re-action. 
This silicate of soda is dissolved in water, in wooden vessels, and thus left for a few 
hours, during which time the gold and all other foreign substances contained in the 
quartz are precipitated. After the precipitate has been formed, the solution of sili- 
cate of eorda is, by means of a syphon, decanted into another wooden vessel, in which, 
by the inflation of carbonic acid, the soda is separated from the silicic acid, and re- 
gained as carbonate of soda. By decanting it again and evaporating the water it is 
made fit for another dissolving process, He obtains the carbonic acid, which is used for 
regenerating the soda, from the same fire which he makes use of in combining the 
quartz and soda. ‘Ibis he does by employing the well-known centrifugal air-pump, 
and follows up in al! particulars the method of Melsensin the decom of saecha- 


posin.

This latter remains in water, the silicic acid 
been precipitated in the form of a transparent, nebulous, jelly-like-eubstance, which 
cannot be separated from{water by filtration.

to the same annoyance and legal difficulties as are those of the Royal British Bank : 
—*On any company being wound-up by the Court, or voluntarily, the existing 
shareholders are liable to contribute an amount sufficient to pay its debts and the 
costs, &c., of the winding-up, with this qualification, that if the company is limited, 
no contribution can legally be required from any shareholder e ing the t 
if any, unpaid on his shares.” Again, ‘on any limited company being wound-up 
by the Court, or voluntarily, any person who has ceased to be a shareholder within 
one year prior to the commencement of the winding-up is to be deemed, for con- 
tribution towards its debts and the costs of the winding-up, an existing share- 
holder, and has the same rights, and is subject to the same liability to creditors, as 
if he had notso ceased to be a shareholder.” The sharcholders of an unlimited 
company under the Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1856, cannot be called upon to pay 
thedebts of their company, neither to the same extent, nor by the same means, as 
one constituted under the 7th and 8th Vic.,c. 119. The ission of ther i 
clauses is one of the many blots of the new Act, which we shall treat of ina future 
Journal.

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In considering the question of Mining Education, there are two con- 
ditions which must be especially distinguished from one another, but which, 
we believe, have been in many discussions entirely lost sight of. The first 
is the training, mental and corporeal, to which every individual should 
be subjected, in order to qualify him for the due performance of the duties 
of hisstation in life, ‘The educational discipline best fitted for the children 
of the working miner, so as to ensure the largest amount of real practical 
knowledge, and to avoid the danger of that excess of self-esteem, which 
does sometimes manifest itself as the result of a little—that is, of super- 
ficial—knowledge. ‘The second is the acquirement of such knowledge as 
may be specially applied to the improvement of mining operations gene- 
rally. The acquisition, in fact, of much of that learning which, as the 
restlt of close observation and experiment, has been distinguished as 
scientific, This condition bas direct relation to those upon whom may 
devolve the important offices of direction in any, of the many varieties of, 
subterranean operations. The education required for a working miner, 
and that which is necessary for a mine agent, captain, overseer, viewer 
(in fact, the practical director of the works, by whatever name distin- 
guished), must be different in degree, and in many respects varied in 
character. e 

We have not to consider the educational question in its relations to any 
particular county, but to examine its bearings on the whole of this im- 
portant mineral country. Cornwall, Cardiganshire, and Cumberland, are 
equally concerned, and mining for coal as well as for copper must have 
our attention. 

We aro not amongst those who are disposed to regard our labouring po- 
pulation as mere machines, to be moved in obedience to some superior 
guiding power. We believe in the improvability of every human being, 
not suffering from discased organisation, and we are satisfied that better 
men and superior masters are equally the result of correct education. 
Now, what is correct education for the working miner? In what respects 
should his training be dissimilar from that which should be given to the 
man designed ¢o direct the working of a mine? Our labouring mining 
population, taken as a body, are fine examples of the industrious classes. 
They are persevering and contented ; they are gifted with good mental 
capacitics and acute observing powers; they arc trained into fearlessness ; 
and, tainted with an hereditary superstition, they are always prone to 
religious sentiments, which tend, unless properly guided, towards fatalism. 
In their domestic relations, they are distinguished by a full share of the 
affections which constitute the real happiness of humanity. 

We discover in this class many of those elements which, by correct 
training, may be moulded into the best specimens of “our low fallen 
nature ;” but we cannot think it correct, to talk to these men, of science 
until they have been schooled into habits of reasoning correctly about 
common things, We believe the attempts which have Soe made by the 
Department of Science and Art to introduce cheap philosophical apparatus 
into our national schools were founded upon false conceptions of the re- 
quiremonts of the children, and that they originated in ignorance of the 
conditions of the classes who avail themselves of these establishments») in 
that blind subservience to some pet hypothesis, which sometimes ks 
our educational theorists. 

In this country the demand for labour is so great, that the children of 
the working classes are urged to employ their physical powers, for the 


sake of the small aid which they give to the family, much tooearly, Tb-> 
consequence of this is that mental training is lamentably neglected. \Thi.+ 


is particularly the case in those districts in which the custom prevaila<t 
employing children in the mines and on the dressing-floors, 

Weare told of the advantages of evening, and of the blessings of Sunday 
schools, we deny neither the one nor the other; it is certain, however, 
that long-continued daily labour is not compatible with labours of the mind, 
a wearied body produces a sluggish brain, and in the muscular relaxation 
which follows a day of toil, though the task be no more severe than that 
of the buddle-boy, there is induced a mental depression which demands 


the repose of those organs especially connected with the processes of 


thought. It is not possible that education can be properly carried out at 
the same time that the child is compelled to exert his muscular powers in 
daily labour. All who are connected with mining operations sould dis- 
courage the employment of young children, and at the same time encourage 
the establishment of schools, in which not only reading and writing should 
be taught —the signs for conveying ideas—but a knowledge of the thin 
expressed by these signs should be especially imparted. There is a Spani 
proverb— Let the tree grow aceording to bent, 
And too late you apply rods to guide its ascent. * 

This is especially applicable to the mining population. If early in life 
the young miner has devoted all his attention to washing slimes, he will 
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not, later in life, devote himself to overcoming the difficulties of any school 
system. us, by the establishment of special schools in all pth mee 
as a a fo So nine of our miners that kind of 
ch ma em i 
pre mae os boos e the places of their fathers when they 
To read is all ‘important ; we acquire a knowledge of truth from books : 
to write, is no less so, as it enables us to communicate our thoughts, and 
to preserve, for our own benefit, ideas as we receive them, which would 
sooner or later fade from the tablet of memory ; to cipher has its great ad- 
vantages, and mental arithmetic, especially, is of every-day use, It is, 
however, of moment that something beyond these should be taught to the 
young miner, He is to carry out some of the most hazardous of human 
enterprises in which he is to be exposed to many imminent dangers, The 
four elements of the ancients and the miner are in antagonism ; he com- 
Is fire to do his bidding in rending the rock, and fire often destroys him 
y explosion Water and he are ever striving for the mastery, and suc- 
cess in the miners’ labours depends upon his maintaining the rule, Air 
he must have to carry on his labours, and unless he knows how to train 
the invisible stream it often leaves him a victim, Earth is the giant upon 
which his toils are bestowed, and without some knowledge of its anatomy 
he may labour in vain, or he may but dig for himself a grave too deep for 
human rescue. The working miner's education, then, should have special 
reference to his labours; and in a future Journal we hope to show that 
there is safety, instead of danger, in giving him a correct education. 





In redemption of our promise, we proceed to lay before our readers the 
oe at exist to the Jount-Srock Companies Act, 1856; and, in 
order to do so comprehensively, we shall avail ourselves not only of the 
objections detailed in Mr, Tarrino’s Kzposition of that statute, but also 
of several others which have been communicated to us by some of our 
most practical and experienced readers. As a mvans for further refer- 
ence, and not for the sake of mere formality, the objections will be placed 
in numerical order, 

1. The first objection to the Act is that its introductory recital, which 
states that it is expedient that the law relating to the incorporation and 
regulation of oint-stock companies should be consolidated, is erroneous, 
inasmuch as the Joint-Stock Companics Act, 1856, is not a consolidating 
statute at all, Not one single Act is repealed by it, nor does it consolidate 
any provious Acts; on the contrary, it expressly continues the old law as 
to existing companies, and provides as to future companies, that they shall 
be incorporated under it, and not under the 7 and 8 Vic., c. 110. This 
objection may scem at first sight to be hypercritical ; but, in truth, it is 
not so; because, when a statute is stated to be a consolidating statute, it 
is reasonably supposed by its readers that it is the only statute affecting 
the subject upon which it legislates, and that previous ones are repealed . 
a supposition which, as regards the Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1856" 
would lead to the committal of grievous errors; because, as before ob- 
served, the old law still applics to all companies incorporated before the 
14th July, 1856, and the new Act to such companies only as have been 
instituted since that period. The Act, therefore, is not a consvlidating 
one, and so the recital is calculated to mislead. 

2. The second objection arises upon the second clause, and is the most 
grievous one of our whole catalogue, inasmuch as that clause has the ef- 
fect of preventing the future institution of joint-stock insurance compa- 
nies, a prevention which has been severely felt in the City. Previously 
to the passing of the Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1856, joint-stock insu- 
rance companies could be formed under the 7 and 8 Vic., ¢. 110 only. 
The above second clause in terms enacts that the Joint-Stock Companies 
Act, 1856, shall not apply to insurance companies; and the 107th clause 
of tho last-mentioned Act repeals the 7 and 8 Vic., ¢. 110, except as to 
existing companies. Therefore, if it be sought to establish an assurance 
company since the passing of the Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1856, under 
such Act, it cannot be done, because the above second clause expressly 
excepts them ; nor can such a company be constituted under the 7 and 8 
Vic,, ¢, 110, because that statute is repealed, except as to companies ez- 
isting on July 14, 1856, This blot was soon hit; Government was com- 
municated with, and the opinion of the law officers of the Crown formally 
taken upon the point ; and, as everybody anticipated, both the Attorney- 
general and Solicitor-general have given their opinion, that as the 7 and 
8 Vic., ¢. 110 is repealed by the Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1856, which 
"expressly excepts insurance companies ; such companies cannot be formed 
except by Act of Parliament, or as common law partnerships, with all the 
horrors of unlimited liability. 

Tho immense inconvenience of so drafting the Joint-Stock Companies 
Act, 1856, that all joint-stock insurance companies are unintentionally 
prohibite 1, is too obvious to need any comment. All we desire to say 
upon this point is, that, conceding, as we readily do, the great difficulties 
of parliamentary drafting, and that much allowance should be made for 
ordinary mistakes, yet, that we feel that if a little more care had been 
taken, the Legislature would have been saved a reproach, and the com- 
mercial community a very serious inconvenience. 





In another column will be found a report of the annual meeting of the 
Auren MrninG Assoctation, held yesterday. From this it will be seen 
that the report submitted to the meeting by the directors of the past year's 
transactions has not becn so favourable as was previously anticipated, 
while the accounts show a loss of 26782. ; this, at the first view, may seem 
rather disheartening to the proprietary, but when we dispassionately con- 
sider and review the adverse circumstances the company have had to con- 
tend with during the last three years, it will be scen that as favourable 
results have been attained as could have been reasonably expected previous 
to the late war with Russia, The association obtained their coals from 
Sunderland and Newcastle by vessels trading to Archangel, who as they 
passed could deliver their cargoes at the works for a reasonable charge ; 
8» soon as hostilities commenced, and commerce with Russia was sus- 
pended, the company had to engage colliersto bring the requisite fuel direct 
to the works, and by this means the freight was more than tripled. Not- 
withstanding this great disadvantage, although no dividends were paid, 
yet a small profit was returned ; although in the present year the cost of 
carrying coals has not been so great, yet that for the carriage of materials, 
owing to the increased employment of vessels, has been greatly enhanced. 
Another and more scrious drawback to the prosperity of the company was 
the capricious and sudden fallin the price of copper, brought about by the 
smelters just at the period when the annual supplies of copper arrived from 
Alten in this country ; and this, as well as other foreign mines, suffered 
from this interested and monopolising movement. Had present prices 
ruled then a different result would have been arrived at, and the share- 
holders have had reason to congratulate themselves on the workings of 
th» past year. 

It is bootless to enter into a retrospective view of the affairs of the com- 
pany. We have always pointed out the great error that has been com- 
mitted, that is, the limited amount of capital which the directors have had 
at their command; and it has been a matter of surprise that those gentle- 
men have not come boldly forward and told their constituency that, if the 
mines were to be prosecuted energetically and properly developed, a larzer 
amount of money must be invested. Those who are practically acquainted 
‘with the terrain, state that, on the property of the works and the adjacent 
district, there are numbers of mineral indications which ought to be taken 
up and worked ; this is likewise the opinion of all those who have been 


‘in the service of the assoviation, but the cautious policy of the directors 


within the last decennium appears to have been to open no ground which 
would not pay, the consequence of this has been, there was no fund for 
e agents were tramelled in their movements, and having no 


a loss. It is not now too late to repair this evil, and if the proprictors 
wish to place their property in a state of prosperity they will devise some 
means to inerease the capital to such an amount as will enable them to 
obtain remunerative returns, 

It is a well known fact that their plant is one of the most perfect in 
Europe ; they have all the necessary machinery, abundance of water- 
power, smelting-works in good order, and means of transport of such ex- 
traordinary facilities, that on the Kaafjord side the ores can be trammed 
from the mines to the smelting-works, and from thence wheeled on board 
tie vessel which lies at the quay where the coals arelanded. The works 
have now been established for over 30 years, a mining population has been 
created, good labourers and artificers are to be found there who will work 
at cheap rates, the population is settled, and however extended the works 
may become it has long since passed all the disadvantages which attend 
the formation of new undertakings. 

Many of the shareholders are apt to imagine that the large amount of 
capital which has been expended at Alten has been solely for mining pur- 
poses, this, however, isnot the fact; when the mines were first discoycred 





there was not a habitation within seven miles, houses had to be built, and 
roads made, in fact, in a minor degree, a perfect system of colonizafion 
had to be carried out, this was done, and the works, after large expendi- 
ture, placed in their present perfect condition. 

It is unnecessary here to enter into any further remarks, convinced, as 
we are, that the directors and shareholders will see that this present con- 
juncture of affairs, though it is to be lamented, could not have been ob- 
viated, the works have stood through good and evil report for over thirty 
years; and thereis no question but that, if spiritedly worked, under judi- 
cious management, with an outlay of capital commensurate with their ex- 
tent and value, that they will eventually return ample and remunerative 
profits to the shareholders, 





In another column we publizh the third and concluding portion of Mr, 
Joun Daxtinotoy’s elaborate paper, upon the extent and progress of the 
Mineral Industry of Great Britain ; and although much of the information 
has been obtained from the Statistics of our respected correspondent, Mr. 
Rowert Hunt, F.R.S,, of the Museum of Practical Geology, by its novel 
arrangement it is rendered gencrally interesting. Many of the remarks 
of Mr. Danuinoton are extremely truthful, and can only be considered as 
proving that where mining is honestly conducted the chances of failure 
are no greater than in most other classes of speculation. It is true that 
‘it is the peculiar misfortune of metalliferous mining to be attended by a 
host of pretenders ; that capitalists will not discriminate between men of 
integrity and theoretical speculators; and that any one can undertake 
mining without exposing himself to mistrust, or to any enquiry as to com- 
petency ;” but surely no one will advance these facts as evidence of the 
uncertainty of mining, although they might be adduced to show that our 
laws for the — of legitimate mining are not sufficiently stringent 
to prevent schemes of an utterly worthless character being brought into 
the market, to the great detriment of an interest which is deserving of the 
utmost encouragement and support. 

The total value of minerals raised in Great Britain, in 1855, amounted 
to rather more than 32,000,000/., which, when converted into a marketable 
commodity, realised nearly 40,000,000/., so that the mining and metal- 
lurgical interests must be classed among the most important of the king- 
dom. The following abstract from Mr, J. Dax.incron’s “ approximate 
estimate”’ will give a more extended knowledge of the subject :—

Tt will be seen from the following statement of the relative importance 
of the metals and minerals raised, that coal represents nearly one-half of 
the mineral wealth of the kingdom, and iron one-eighth; of the remain- 
ing three-vighths, the principal are copper, one-fifteenth; lead, one-twenty- 
fifth; tin, one-fifticth ; silver, zinc, nickel, and cobalt are comparatively

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Mr. Danuinaton has also given tables of the yicld of the several metals, 
extending over a series of years, so that the gradual and rapid increase 
may be readily scen, He very justly observes that with every successive 
improvement in machinery and removal of restriction, the returns have 
expanded in a corresponding degree. Men of intelligence and ability will 
find their services more valued, and in greater request than heretofore, 
whilst the practical men will find ample employment and remuneration in 
effecting improvements which will lessen the cost of bringing the mineral 
wealth of the country into the market, The statements put forth would 
justify capitalists in placing the greatest confidence in mining, although 
they but add another proof that where there are reasonable anticipations 
that minerals exist, that class of investment offers fully equal chances of 
success to any other, especially when the immense amount of profit fre- 
quently realised is considered. Loss too frequently arises from the total 
disregard of capitalists, so long as the shares maintain a high price, as to 
whether or not the adventure is a legitimate undertaking, and prudently 
managed, rather than from any want of the elements of success in mining 
operations generally, 





From the communications which have from time to time appeared in the 
Mininc Journat, the English capitalist has been placed in possession of 
facts and figures which will enable him to make accurate calculations upon 
the probable results of embarking in mining operations in Prussia; and 
we belicve the general conclusion will be that there is every prospect of 
success. ‘The province of the Rhine, and Westphalia alone, offer an im- 
mense field for enterprise ; and by the atiention of Englishmen being di- 
rected thereto several important advantages will be realised. For some 
years the iron trade in V’russia has been making rapid strides (doubling 
itself in five years), and there appears little doubt that before many years 
have passed away a markét into which a large quantity of Scotch pig-iron 
is at present sent will be entirely and for ever closed. But Prussia is not 
the sole country in which the national iron manufactures are thus taking 
the place of an imported article ; for in the United States a very similar, 
although somewhat more gradua!, change is going on ; the American iron- 


masters boasting at the present moment that our prices are sufficiently | 


high to enable them to employ home-manufactured iron, and that if the 
‘« Britishers’’ will but keep up prices for a few years, they will be in a 
position to dispense with Englisa iron almost entirely. 

Such being the fact, it is evident that there is but one method of meet- 
ing the difficulty—that of carrying English capital into the progressing 
countries, and competing with the natives on their ownsoil. In America, 
the commercial spirit of the people is too great to be contended with to 
advantage, but in Prussia it is totally different. There they have all the 
elements of commercial greatness, but hitherto have not shown themselves 
to possess sufficient practical knowledge for carrying on either mining or 
industrial undertakings to the extent which their prospects warrant, It 
is true that many Englishmen have established themselves in Prussia, and 
there realised immense fortunes; but an inspection of the works which 
they have erected can scarcely be considered worthy of Englishmen in the 
nineteenth century, nor anything like our works in Wales, or on the Clyde; 
and if such results can be obtained with so little improvement, there surely 
must be room for the introduction of a really great commercial undertaking, 
in the form of a company under the Jvint-Stock Companies Act, 1856, 
with limited liability. 

e do not usually advocate the investment of capital in foreign enter- 
prise, but we consider the adoption of the course we have proposed rather 
as a protective measure than otherwise, and calculated to prove more be- 
neficial to capitalists who choose to invest, than the spending of both time 
and capital in the endeavour to realise a profit from embarking in under- 
takings which are brought before the public for the sole purpose of spe- 
culative transactions in shares, Again, in Prussia, whilst every facility 
is offered for carrying on legitimate mining operations, the laws are far 
more stringent hon the English, and there is scarcely a possibility of 
fraud being practised by those in power, even if there is the most absolute 
neglect on the part of the shareholders. 

A company, under the title of the New Scortanp Mrntno Anp Inon- 
WORKING Company, has recently commenced operations in Westphalia ; 
and, although it has done so under somewhat disadvantageous circum- 
stances, is yey progressing towards a most prosperous position. This 
company paid an enormous premium (75,000/.) for the simple transfer of 


the lease by the original lessees, in addition to undertaking to repay them 
all their outlay, and 5 per cent. interest thereon from the time of their ob- 
taining the original lease; the royalty, however, is comparatively low, 
and this probably will account for their favourable position, and as some 
of the most practical men connected with the coal and iron trades heve been 
induced to accept such conditions, we cannot but consider that it augurs 
well for the mineral richness of the district. 





In our anterior remarks on the subject of the mineral wealth of Ire- 
land, we have shown that the counties of Galway and Mayv are composed 
of rocks, which are the receptacles of metallic wealth in great abundance; 
and in connection therewith, we will likewise mention that manual labour 
can be obtained in those counties at lower rates than almost any other dis- 
trict, This is so well known as to require no cxample; but as there is 
in the West of Ireland a vast population, fur which the existing modes of 
cultivation do not stipply occupation on the land, and which is not, as in 
this country, drafted off to manufacturing employments in towns, they 
must, in order to live, accept of any terms of remuneration which they can 
get in exchange for labour. It is thus that 8d. or 10d, per day is found 
to be the usual rate of wages at a distance from large towns, and that even 
at such rates thousands of men remaiu unemployed during the greater 
portion of the year. : . 

This nominal cheapness, however, is necessarily by no means economy 





in final cost, unless directed by an experienced person in the management 
of men in large bodies, of different temperaments, and generally labouring 
| under depressed minds, ‘Tho Irish, however, do their best honestly to 
| varn their wages; they become new beings on comprehending their work, 
and are able to produce for their employers advanced returns for their 
| increased exertions, . - J.% 
Considering men merely as a source of animal power, it is gratifying to 
| understand that, when all are equally well fed, there is no race more per~ 
fuctl y developed as to physical conformation than the inhabitants of the West 
of Ireland. The Irish are the tallest, strongest, and heaviost, of any race 
| at present known; and this assertion docs not require confirmation. As 
| quarrymen they are unsurpassed ; as masons, carpenters, and smiths, they 
are equal to any; and when taught the occupation of underground min- 
ing, they can drill a hole in the hardest rock at a quicker rate than the 
Cornish or German miner, by a comparison of nearly two to one. That 
| there is a necessity for instruction we do not deny, but readily admit ; 
| which, however, is easily obviated by having a few leading hands to di- 
rect them. os tx Y 
On looking over a geological map of Ireland, it will be observed that in 
| the countics of Galway and Mayo the mountain ranges are, for the most 
| part, situate on the coast, These mountains consist of the various older, 
| or primitive, rocks, and are materially the same as those of Wicklow and

THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.] 

Jan. 7.—The standard last week (the first sale of copper ore in 1857) 
again advanced, to the amount of about 63. per ton of ore, as compared 
with the sale in the preceding week. The price of “ore copper” (being 
the nett price per ton of copper paid to the miner) went up last week to 
1127, 18s,, which subtracted from 126l., the price of cake and tile copper, 
leaves 13/7, 2s. per ton to the smelters for what are called “ returning 
charges” and profits, The returning charges include the expenses of con- 
veying the ore to the place of smelting, and of smelting it. Now 13/. 2s. 
per ton is so much less than the smelters have usually been contented with 
(though it is believed a much smaller sum would be sufficient and still leave 
good profits), that we must not be surprised if we sce the price of cake 
copper further advanced to the manufacturers. There was an impreasion, 
a week or two ayo, amongst some of the mining interest, that the standard 
| would probably recede a little, because it could scarcely be credited that 
| the smelters would be satisfied with 17/, or 18/. per ton difference between 
| the price of copper ore paid to the miners, and 126/. per ton charged for 
cake copper to the manufacturers, But since the sales of copper ore for 
the quarter have been made up, and it is seen the number of tons sold in 
Cornwall and Swansea is so much less than the average, the expectation 
has arisen that there will be no reduction of the standard for some 
time ; but that the smelters will bring their profits up to the usual amount 
by advancing the prices of sheathing, tile and cake copper. The great im- 
provement of the standard during the last month or six weeks, seems to 
be fully warranted by the activity of the demand for copper, and the falling 
off of the supply of copper ore. The great improvement of the standard, 
and price per ton of ore may be instantly seen by comparing the sale of 
last week with that only two months previously :—

The same mines—South Frances, Wheal Basset, South Tolgus, West 
Seton, North Roskear, &c., sold at each of the above sales, and the ave- 
rage produce being the same in each case, it is instantly observable that 
the price per ton of ore has advanced 1/, 9s, in the last two months. The 
effect was shown by the ticketing list last weck, when Wheal Basset ores 
averaged 10/, per ton, South Frances 8/. 8s. per ton, South Tolgus nearly 
10/. per ton, and West Seton ores 8/. 5s. per ton, These are unusually high 
averages, and in the case of Wheal Basset the result was produced partly 
through the improved standard, and partly from some of the parcels sold 
being of very rich produce. It is quite evident from last week's sale, 
that the present is a time of prosperity for copper mining, such as it has 
not experienced for a long period. 

Whenever we are speaking of the copper ore sales, and afterwards turn 
to tin, we are instantly struck with the want of explicitness and publicity 
in regard to the tin sales. Whatever may be said of the copper smelters’ 
monopvly, it is not of so secret a character as the tin smelting trade, The 
tin smelting is in the hands of only six or seven companies, who make a 
very “‘comfortable ” affair of it, and smelt nearly 700,000/. worth of tin 
between them every year. Why do they not publish the sales as the cop- 
per ore ticketings are published, together with the standard and produce 
of cach parcel? We might then be able to estimate something of their 
profits, but now the matter is kept entirely in the dark. I suspect it would 
be found, if the particulars of the sales of black tin were properly pub- 
lished, that with block tin making 142/, per ton (its present price), the tin 
smelters are realising a profit of more than 30/. per ton. Tho copper 
smelter makes the miner allow him 2/. 15s. per ton of ore for “ epee 
charges” to cover the expense of smelting; and the tin smelter ex 
from the tin miner the enormous deduction of 63 per cent. from the pro- 
duee of each parcel of black tin, to cover smelting charges. It would be 
much more satisfactory if there were the sanie publicity given to tin and 
lead ore sales as there is to copper ore sales, The session of Parliament is 
approaching, and instead of meddling with the rating of mines to the peer, 
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it would be much more advantageous if our local members would turn their 
attention to the desirableness of having full publicity for all mineral pro- 
«ducts raised and sold in the United Kingdom. The corn averages are pub- 
lished by act of Parliament for the public benefit ; and why should not the 
mineral produce of the kingdom, and the particulars of its sales, be pub- 
lished to promote the same object >, The public are much indebted to Mr. 
Robert Hunt, the Keeper of Mining Records, for the industry and intel- 
ligenve he has evinced in the collection of mincral statistics annually ; but 
I fear it will ever be impossible to procure complete and sufficient returns, 
unless an act of Parliament compels them to be made. 

_ The mining share market, during the week, has been rather encourag- 
ing, many shares having changed hands, and in some cases at advanced 
prices. There has been some demand for South Frances shares, consequent 
on the increased dividend, andthe belief that the mine will improve, Bas- 
set shares have somewhat advanced, price about 270/. Alfred Consols is 
looking well, and expected to pay 8s. dividend at the next account; a 
considerable extent of rich ore ground is discovered, and dividends will 
still further increase ; present price of shares 18/. 10s, to 197. In Great 
Alfred, shares have advanced, in consequence of a reported improvement. 
North B asset, with the present standard, will be likely to increase profits. 
At South Carn Brea, the orey part of the lode in flat-rod shaft, is looking 
still better —shares about 18/, 5s, East Basset about 722., and firmly 
held. in North Crofty, some business has been done at about 6/. per 
share. Grambler and St. Aubyn shares, from 1182. to 1207. West Cara- 
don, 145/. South Garras shares have dropped to 30/, Wheal Margery, 
after paying for new machinery, will make profits; shares 322. At South 
Eilen, a call of 103. has been made to pay off back liabilities ; a very favour- 
able report is presented by the agents—shares from 6/, 10s. to 72. Some 
business has been done in Great South Tolgus; in a few months this mine 
is likely to pay a dividend. Wheal Harriett is well situated, and looking 
very promising. Boiling Well shares have advanced, the mine present- 
ing strong indications of good results at deeper levels. Wheal Margaret 
shares, 40/. and 42/. Some business has been done in Porkellis United at 
104. 103, and 11/,; and in Wendron Consols, another promising tin mine, 
The share market, on the whole, looks very encouraging, and expectations 
are generally entertained of an active and well-sustained business, 





REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, anv LANCASHIRE. 
[¥ROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

J AN. 8.—The present position of the iron trade amply demonstrates the 
wise policy of the ironmasters, at their preliminary meeting, in not altering 
the rates for iron for the ensuing quarter, Although this is a dull season 
of the year, the trade is healthy and sound, and prices are maintained with 
much greater firmness than was the case a month ago. A number oforders 
which were held back, have now found their way into these counties, and 
it 1s expected that, towards the middle of February, a very decided im- 
petus will be given to the iron trade, which has improved rapidly during 
the past month. Some large contracts have been taken this week, by a 
large house in Yorkshire, for drainage and other descriptions of public 
works. Messrs. Bellhouse, of Manchester, have just received a contract 
amounting to 53,0002, for the machinery, &c., requisite to light the city 
of Pernambuco with gas; the contract is for the complete erection of the 
buildings and machinery for the manufacture of gas, for 30 miles of cast- 
iron mains laid down in the streets, and 1000 public street lamps. The 
undertaking is in the hands of two eminent commercial firms in Man- 
chester, Messrs. Fielden Brothers, and Messrs. R. Rostron and Co., who 
are represented at Pernambuco by Messrs, Rostron, Kooker and Co. The 
plans and specifications of the entire works have been prepared by Messrs, 
L rw and Blount, civil engineers, of London. 

Phe coal trade is active, and prices are now exceedingly firm, The pro- 
duction is going on rapidly, and miners are wanted at most of the collieries, 
both in Derbyshire and Yorkshire. It is expected that a considerable in- 
crease will take place in the coal traffic of the South Yorkshire Railway, 
if the company can succeed in completing a line of communication from 
r horne to the Barton terminus of the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lanca- 
suire company. 

Lead mining in the Peak of Derbyshire is going on very satisfactorily, 
and much attention is now being directed to the efforts of a number of 
gentlemen who have formed themselves into a committee for developing 
the mineral riches of the Calver Sough and Wren Park Mines. Thecom- 
pany has been registered under the Limited Liability Act, and Sir Joseph 
Paxton, M.P., is the chairman. The history of this mine is rather in- 
teresting. About the middle of the last century, the Calver Slough and 
Wren Park Mine were worked as separate mines, cach producing large 


returns of ore, Calver Sough had been worked to a depth of about 
aif ithoms, and Wren Park to a depth of about 15 fathoms. ‘The opera- 
tions of Calver Sough were conducted by alucal proprietary of very limited 


means ; they drove a water-level at about 10 fathoms from the surface, 
and, after sinking the shaft before-mentioned, they erected a small steam- 
engine, and by the aid of the water level and this engine they succeeded 
in raising large quantities of ore; the Barmasters’ book for 1766 proves 
that no less than 1632 loads of ore were raised in the last half year of its 
being worked, which, at the present price of ore, would realise 57120. in 
the half-year. By cutting an increase of water, the works were suddenly 
brought to a stand, and have continued so up to the present time. The 
Wren Pa’k Mine, which was principally relieved by the pumping at Cal- 
ver Sough, had also after this water was cut to suspend operations, and 
remained in that state until the present company commenced working the 
same, ‘The operations of the present company have resulted in the forma- 
tion of a first-rate engine-shaft, from the surface downwards, to the ex- 
tent of 30 fathoms ; in addition to which they have driven out their levels, 


and are clus: upon the vein, from which, as they are now 30 yards lower 
than the ancient works, great returns are immediately anticipated, the 
company not having now to contend with the Sallad Holes water, in con- 
sequcnce of their having, at great cost, prepared a drain-out surface, ex- 


tending vvera distance of 800 yards, so that the same might not sink into 
the mine, and have to be pumped out. A steam-engine, two boilers, and 
other machinery, have been erected, at an aggregate cost of 5000/.; con- 
sequently, as the dressing-floors are nearly formed, very little delay will 
be required on this part of the sett. The lodes traversing this sett ex- 
tend over a range of about seven miles, east and west, which is the geno- 
ral course of all these magnificent master lodes, which, from the Roman 
invasion to the present time, have afforded employment to the population 
of Derbyshire. Some idea of their resources may be conceived from the 
fact that the produce of lead at the present day, without any special effort 
or combination of capital, places Derbyshire on the list with the foremost 
lead-producing counties in Great Britain, The width of these lodes varies 
from one yard to forty, producing carbonate of lead as well as galena. 

As a field for enterprise, the Calver Sough and Wren Park Mines pre- 
sent features of no ordinary character ; for there is an association of those 
apposite strata indicative of mineral deposit—the mountain lime, covered 
by a great weight of shale, on the west; and the grey slate and under- 
laying lime, capped with the millstone grit, on the east; and these almost 
unvarying indications of natural deposit are upheld by the most powerful 
collateral evidence of facts, for the Calver Sough and Wren Park Mines 
are about midway between the Brightside and the Eyam Mines, and all 
the master lodes of the Brightside, and one of the Eyam lodes, cross this 
sett. At the same time, if the Eyam vein be excepted, which crosses the 
Wren Park shaft, none of these veins, so productive at Eyam and Bright- 
side, were ever reached by the ancient miners, so that the large produce 
of ore up to the time of the mines being stopped was by no means con- 
tributed to by these powerful auxiliary veins, which will yield their quota 
of ore, in addition to the figures already alluded to, when the company’s 
plans of operation are complete. The dues are moderate, and the sett is 
almost as good as a frechold property. 

The committee which have undertaken the development of the mine 
have created 590 new shares at 5/. each, 250 of which are to be issued im- 
medi ttely, upom which a call of 22. per share is to be paid at once, and the 
remaining 3/. at intervals of two months. The committee give preference 
to gentlemen connected with mining and engineering, in order that as much 
experimental knowledge as possible may be brought to bear on the deve- 
lopment and working of this mining ficld. —— belonging to the 
committee has already paid about 1200/. towards his portion of share stock 


, in the mine. 


The iron plates manufactured by Mr. S. Beale, of Parkgate Works, 
Masborouzh, for the sides of the Great Kastern, have been exciting some 
attention lately. They were to be seen at Derby station a few days since, 
and vary in size from 2 to 2} tons, the largest plate being 27 ft. x4 ft. 3 in., 
and 1} in. thick, The rough plates from which these were cut were ne- 
ceasarily much larger. The plates have been planed, and are quite free 
from blemish of any kind; the edges are perfect, and they are altogether 





an admirable specimen of what can be done. The size and weight of 
these plates have never been approached. In the ordinary process of roll- 
ing, 9 ewts. is considered a large plate; the largest one ever previously 
rolled was that exhibited at the Paris Exhibition, weighing 1 ton 6 cwts. 
During the recent war, Mr. Beale undertook to roll plates for the Govern- 
ment floating-batterics, which operation he satisfactorily performed. 





THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE, 
(PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON.) 

Jan. 9.—The great improvement in the demand for iron, which ap- 
peared three weeks ago, has been fully maintained, and the prospects of 
the trade in this district are now better, perhaps, than they have been for 
two years past. The large demand for rails appears to continue. In 
Wales, contracts are taken at 7/. 15s, to 8/., and in this district an ad- 
vance of 1/. per ton has been obtained within the last month on this class 
of iron, which is being very largely made at many of the works, whilst 
enquiries continue to be very numcrous. More American orders have 
also been received, and the trade in every respect wears a more promis- 
ingaspect. The quarterly meetings have been held during the week, and 
as was a matter of course, the decision of the preliminary meeting to 
maintain the trade prices confirmed. The Zimes speaks of some intention 
of an advance on these prices having been entertained, but this appears to 
be without foundation. Considering the price of rails for some months 
past, and the lower rates very generally accepted for all kinds of iron, 
bona fide maintenance of the trade prices is really an advance. The feel- 
ing atthe meeting yesterday, at Birmingham, was one of great animation 
and confidence. ‘The trade of the past year in this district has been a de- 
cidedly sound one; and there has been a general absence of speculation, 
which is probably due to the influence of the disasters of 1855, and the 
high rate of interest prevailing during the year, and which does not appear 
very likely to be greatly reduced for some time to come. 

Pigs are fetching better prices, and qualities of hot-blast mine are 
quoted at from 4/, to 4/. 5s. per ton; the last price being for the very best 
makes, Ironstone is also dearer. Many of the works which have been 
standing a part of the week are now pretty fully employed, and the work- 
men are rejoicing at the prospect of full employment, 

The demand for Coal is very large, and the trade is very flourishing. 
The abandonment of any attempt to reduce the wages of their colliers, 
consequent upon the improvement in the iron trade, has given great 
satisfaction ; the masters being, I believe, as glad to avoid the risk of a 
contest, as the men are to retain their wages, I have not heard whether 
the 10 per cent. reduction in wages, given notice of in Wales, has been 
carried out. 

Two engineers have been punished, the one fined and the other impri- 
soned, for leaving their engines, when they should have been on duty, at 
coal pits, near Willenhall. In one case the engineer was away for five 
hours at night, the consequence of which was, that the workings were 
flooded, and a loss of 10/. vccasioned. Happily, no destruction of life re- 
sulted; but the danger of such neglect is so great, that hardly any crime 
is more deserving of punishment, 

The General Trades of the district give good promise of great activity 
during the coming year. The Tin trade isexceedingly brisk. The Wal- 
sall trades are active in all branches; past transactions have been sound, 
and the future is hopeful. 

Ina former letter, it was stated that the Pontypool Iron Company had 
disposed of their works to the Messrs. Darbey. On their leaving the 
neighbourhood, a crowded and influential meeting of the inhabitants of 
Pontypool was held, and an address of a most cordial character enthusi- 
astically voted to the firm, Messrs, Dinmack, Thompson, and Fernstone, 
expressive of the high opinion entertained of the manner in which they 
had conducted the works during the time they had heldthem. The part- 
nership has been dissolved since the sale, ‘The partners are residents in 
this locality. 

A most gratifying illustration of the better fecling griwing up between 
masters and men, is afforded by the numerous instances in which the latter 
are entertained at this season by the former ; and the warm cordiality which 
pervades these pleasant gatherings, affords proof that the two classes only 
require to know each other better, to increase their mutual esteem, and 
to remove from each other’s minds much distrust and misapptehension, 
which has in times past unhappily prevailed, and produced most deplor- 
able results. A very gratifying movement has been commenced at Birm- 
ingham, having for its object the promotion of education, by getting the 
leading manufacturers to require a certificate of a certain number of 
years’ schooling, before employing a child at their works. An effort has 
been made in this county, by the fev. J. P. Norris, Inspector of National 
Schools, with the same object, and it gives promise of beneficial results, 





STOCK, MINING, AND RAILWAY SHARES IN IRELAND. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN DUBLIN.] 

Jan. 8.—Prices were without change during the last week, and the fluc- 
tuations were unimportant, although a very large business was done in 
Government stocks, chiefly for purposesof investment. Shares were not 
so actively dealt in, but the tone was good, especially in Great Southern 
and Western stock, which advanced 2/, per cent. The following are the 
latest quotations:—Consols, 932; New 3 per Cents., 932; Hibernian 
Bank, 312; National Bank, 31}; Royal Bank, 214; Grand Canal Com- 
pany, 38; Consumers’ Gas Company, 8; Mining Company of Ireland, 
154; Cork and Bandon Railway, i1$; Belfast Junction, 43 ; Dublin and 
Kingstown, 160; Great Southern and Western, 113; Midland Great 
Western, 51; Waterford and Limerick preference, 46. 

The official manager appointed to wind-up the affairs of the Mizen Head 
Mining Company, is now actively engaged in discovering the parties pro- 
perly liable to pay into the company’s estate. The affairs seem to have 
been very slovenly managed, and it imposes a vast amount of annoyance 
on the scripholders to be obliged to prove now to the payments which they 
made on account of the shares held by them ; thus, one party is apprised 
that he is not credited in the company’s books with the payment of the 
calls, although he holds the scrip setting forth that the entire amount was 
paid up on his shares. The official manager is evidently but ey om 
his duty in making those claims, and I merely instance the fact io show 
the way in which the officers of the company performed their duties. No 
wonder that concerns of this nature should fail to carry out the expecta- 
tions that might have been at first entertained, when such gross neglect 
was paid to the details of management; but happily such examples are 
now at an end, and with the year 1857 a new order of things will be com- 
menced, The Incumbered Estates Court will open on Jan, 13. 





INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS ON THE CONTINENT, 
[PROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. | 

Jan. 7,—Although the week has been a general holiday, and one in 
which little or no business is transacted—save for the sale of ctrennes, the 
most shameful tax to which people ever submitted, and all the more tyran- 
nical because it is in a great measure self-imposed—the improvements in 
the tone of the metal market are fully maintained, and more particularly 
among the Champagne ironmasters. The prices for pigs in this district, 
which I gave you in my last, were 155 fr. to 160 fr.,and several contracts 
were entered into at 155 fr. during the week. Now, the ironmasters have 
screwed their prices up to 160 tr.—or at least the majority of them have 
done so—and in many cases important orders at 156 fr. have been refused. 
A contract for about 1000 tons has been entered at the current price on 
the day of delivery, and seeing the oscillations to which we have, been 
subjected, it would be hazardous to say now whcther the ironmaster or 
buyer will have the best of the bargain. Pigs for second melting are 
quoted at 170-fr, No. 2, and 180 fre. No. 1, which improvement has con- 
tributed to give firmness to castings that are just now much — after, 
as may be judged by the following prices :—Water-pipes and spouts, 
290 fr.; plates, smooth or figured, 200 fr.; axle boxes above 6 kilos, in 
weight, 280 fr.; under, 380 fr.; clock weights of from 3 to 6 kilos., 
225 fr.; from 4 to 24 kilos., 240 fr. In wrought-iron the improvement 
has been even more sensible, though coal-iron demi-roches remain nomi- 
nally at 260 fr, to 370 fr., and axles at 380 fr. to 390 fr., delivered at the 
station nearest the works. The margin of 20 fr. about which there has 
been so much fuss and ill-feeling has been promptly and unanimously re- 
stored, and a rise of 10 fr. per ton has, contrary to the expectations of 
many, taken place. Rolls, No. 1, delivered at any of the stations of the 
Paris and Strasburg Railway, are priced at 340 fr., and it must be remem- 
bered that we are in the dead season.

In Belgium, we are informed that complete inaction has succeeded to the 
temporary improvement that occurred’a few days since in metals as well 
asin minerals, and there is some talk of stopping the wor king of the latter. 
The following contracts are now open:—At the Admiralty, for the supply 
of 1000 to 1200 tons of coals to be delivered at Martinica, and 500 to 600 
tons at Guadeloupe, to be adjudicated Jan. 19; for the supply of tin boxes 
to contain flour, at Bordeaux, to be accepted Jan. 16; for the supply, at 
Cherbourg, of about 24 tons of red copper nails, 2} tons of red copper 
elbow-jointed piping, tenders to be opened and decided Jan. 19 ; also for 
400 tons of first-class pigs, 50 tons of sheet lead, 7} tons of brass, 21 tons 
of bars an’ bolts (red copper), 30 tons of red copper sheets, tenders to bo 
decided on Jan 26; for the supply, at Rochefort, of 35 tons of hammered 
iron of the best quality, 24 tons of ordinary for gratings. 

Messrs. Morin, du Petit-Thouars, and Despretz, havo presented a report 
to the Academie des Sciences on the invention of M. Treves for a new 
system of naval night signals, in which they speak most highly of the in- 
vention, and propose that the Academie should recommend it to the Ad- 
miralty. M. Treves, who is a naval officer, proposes to emplo carbonated 
hydrogen gas instead of tapers in the ship’s lanterns, and which is to be 
ignited by the electric spark. Lenticular lanterns are supported by the 
upper part of the masts, and the gas is supplied to them from a reser- 
voir in which it is compressed, by means of vulcanized india-rubber tubes, 
distended by spiral springs inside, and rotected externally by an imper- 
meable coating of any suitable material. One of these tubes, provided 
with a stop-cock, leads from the reservoir to each of the lanterns, and into 
the interior of which are introduced the ends of two platina wires, to give 
out the electric spark. The conducting wires are coated with tta-percha, 
and communicate with each of the lanterns, so that they may | lit up suc~ 
cessively or simultaneously. How the gas is to be prepared is not stated ; 
but although the operation may present some difficulty on board a ship, it 
cannot be of such a nature but that it may be easily surmounted. If naval 
men would take up the question seriously great good would result, but then 
it would be more than probable that electro-gaslight would be supplanted 
by the thing itself—electric light. What there is to operate against the 
employment of electric lights on board large sea-going steamers, such as 
the Cunarder’s, it is difficult to imagine. That a constant electric light can 
be produced we all know, and in these cases cost is immaterial. ad the 
Lyonnais been furnished with them she would have moved in an atmo- 
sphere of light that would have rendered that terrible collision impossible. 





MINING AND IRONWORKING IN PRUSSIA.—No. VI. 
[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. } 

From what I have already stated it will be evident that where no work- 
able lode or mine has been really proved to exist no person can possess & 
mining property at all in Prussia; and, also, that no person can, with 
impunity, publish false or exaggerated statements, as he would speedily 
be brought to justice and severely punished. But even gold may be 
bought at too high a price, and frequently is, as speculators and swindlers 
study, beyond everything, how to secure the greater part of the capital 
subscribed by the public forthemselves, Yet, if a trustworthy and prac- 
tical mining engineer were sent out by a company, he could, with the 
Government documents, &c., in his hand, speedily calculate the value of 
the mine in its present state, and form an approximate estimate of its 
value if worked with encrgy and judgment. But the waste of large sums 
of purchase money, and the fatal consequences frequently attendant upon 
mining enterprise may thus be prevented :— 

1. By working a mine in partnersbip, upon certain conditions as to profits, with the 
discoverer of the mine (thus forming into one private property the whole mines, 
buildings, and estate, the several partners agreeing to erect blast-furnaces, &c., and 
to work the whole property as long as minerals could be raiscd to a profit, and thea 
to sell or abandon the mine) for the benefit of the parties. 

2. By taking a perpetual lease at a moderate rent (upon condition that a minimum 
of mineral shall be raised by the leseess, and with a diminution of rent as the output 
is increased), working the mine while minerals could be raised with profit, and after- 
wards selling the machinery, buildings, &c., to the best advantage, so as to cover any 
outlays made; the mine, upon abandonment, being solely the property of the lessor. 

3. By purchasing the mines entire, direct from the original proprietor, not for 
money, but by agrecing to pay a low rent upon every ton of mineral raised (such pay- 
ment being secured, by hypothecary inscription on the whole property, to the first 
discoverer), the purchaser being bound to raise a certain quantity as a mivimum, and 
permitted to raise any quantity above that minimum--the benefit of increased output 
being a diminution of rent. In this case, when no more profits could be realised, the 
purchasers would be bound to «ell the whole concern in going order, by public auction, 
for their own benefit ; one of the conditions of sale being that the party then purchas- 
ing agrees to pay the same royalty as the original purchasers upon every ton after- 
wards raised. . 

These would be the soundest and safest arrangements for both parties 
to the contract, and will be an effectual preventative against delusion, as 
while mineral is raised both parties make profits, but where the mineral 
fails no rent whatever is payable. Whether a mine be worked upon one 
or the other of the above conditions, leases for 7, 14, or 21 years should 
never be accepted, but the contract should be for ever, or as long as profits 
could be realised, as no great mining operations could go on satisfactorily 
unless they had full confidence of their independence, and no fear of the 
thumbscrew being applied at any future period. This method of short 
leases has, in many parts of Scotland where there is a scarcity of mineral 
forced up the royalty on a ton of ironstone from 6d. to 4s. 6d., which is 
actually more than the taxed value of an English ton of ironstone raised 
on the pit’s bank in Prussia, including all duties, rent, staff, cost of rais- 
ing, stacking in heaps, &c. Such a manner of contracting is the ruin ofa 
business which should be uninterruptedly carried on so long as there is no 
lack of mineral. The greatest benefit is secured to all parties by not wasting 
purchase-money, but by supplying ample working capital, and contracting 
for a diminution of royalty, according as an increased output is made. 

This arrangement is advantageous to the landowner, inasmuch as un- 
raised minerals yield no profit ; whilst by putting compound interest upon 
a very small rent,’ would double the capital in 14 years, I have now 
shown that Scotch pig-iron cannot further compete in the Prussian market, 
or in any way the newly-established companies, If a great company were 
to be formed as [ p , and to take 60, 100, or more concessions in 
Prussia (each being about 245,000 square fms.), and instead of wasting 
purchase-money, frequently amounting to hundreds of thousaudsof pounds, 
were to bestow the whole capital upon works, working, and business, al- 
though the produce might vary, the average, would show enormous profits, 
and a sure and honest undertaking would be the result, as “ mining is 
no lottery” in Prussia, 

It will be said such conditions are not to be had, but I assure you there 
are owners of first-rate mineral fields in Westphalia, including the best 
bituminous coal, fire-clay, superior steel and iron ore, &., who would join 
without hesitation upon such conditions, and without requiring the addi- 
tional burden of some 75,000/. for purchase-money. The effect of these 

amounts for nothing is to enrich speculators, to depress enterprise, 


and to entail loss on all parties. This amount would alone be nearly suffi- ~ 


cient for the erection of half-a-dozen blast-furnaces, which is the number 
—— by the proprietors as a minimum ; but these proprietors are 
y to join a company rage te | private agreement, according to the 
Cost- book System, but with limited liability, so as to conform to Prussian 
law ; or by forming ajoint-stock company. In the latter case, they would 
subscribe one-twentieth of the whole capital required for erecting blast- 
furnaces, working mines, &v., which with working capital would amount 
to about 200,000/., which could be called up by instalments at intervals, 
extending over two or three years. ! Rt 
I must again express my entire agreement with the petitioners for the 
grant of the Oberhausen, Witten Dortmund, railway, in their statement 
that it would be a bad principle that good undertakings should lay upon 
themselves a voluntary sickness, in order that fraudulent projects might 
perish more slowly, and should, out of pure generosity, take no competi- 
tion in the capital market , and I am glad to learn that the concession has 
been already given. I have no hesitation in saying, considering the re- 
cently started and projected companies in London, that if the concern to 
whic 
scarce any necessity for bringing it before the public, as, from there being 
no purchase-money to pay, a very moderate sum will suflice for the erec- 
tion of the necessary plant for carrying on extensive operations, 
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would vorify the assertion that when there is combined ample capital, 
knowledge of business, scientific skill, and energy, and when the names 
of the parties concerned guarantee these qualifications, there is no doubt 
as to the greatest results and profits being realised. 

The Birmingham correspondent of one of your contemporaries remarked 
a few weeks since that some of the best orders that now employ the sheet 
and plate mills of the first-class works of South Staffordshire are from 
Berlin agents; so many, however, are the evident disadvantages of aa 
lish firms in comparison with continental in the production of goods for 
consumption on the Continent, that now that the demand is so large ,and 
the raw material so plentiful, as is the case in the important mineral dis- 
trict of the Rhine province and Westphalia, the continental demand must 
soon be supplied at his own doors. If English capitalists do not avail 
themselves oF the opportunity which the state of things presents for making 
some of the most profitable investments of modern times, men of money 
on the other side of the Channel will.

COAL BURNING LOCOMOTIVES—GREAT ECONOMY. 

An invention of the greatest importance to railway companies generally 
has for some time past been successfu'ly employed upon the London and 
South-Western railway, by which, calculating upon 70 engines being in 
steam daily, a — of 25,0002. per annum will be effected. The honour 
of the invention is due to Mr. Joseph Beattie, the locomotive superinten- 
dent of the line Upon its first introduction he encountered numerous 
obstacles, and had much anxiety in bringing it into working condition , 
but, relying on the soundness of his principle, he steadily persevered, and 
ultimately succeeded perfectly, there being now 17 locomotives upon his 
system in daily operation. Mr. Benjamin Fothergill, of Manchester, was 
called upon by the directors to severely test the contrivance, and the aver- 
age result obtained showed a difference in fuel of 4°01 lbs. in weight per 
mile in favour of the coal engine; but the coal being reduced to its coke 
value, the quantity consumed by the coal engine was so much less that, 
as Mr. Fothergill remarks, the subject becomes one of serious importance 
to railway companies. He considers, however, that these results, which 
are certainly extraordinary, and can be fully substantiated, are partly 

roduced by Mr. Beattie’s patented arrangement for heating the feed water 
fore it is pumped into the boiler. By this plan, the temperature of the 
water being greatly increased as the engine proceeds on its journey, a 
supply of warm water is ready for pumping into the boiler when required. 
. Fothergill further states, that the coal engines are fully capable of 
burning their own smoke; that they rapidly generate an abundance of 
steam; and that the burning of coal, according to Mr. Beattie’s plan, is 
far more advantageous, as regards the durability of the fire-box pot tubes, 
than coke could possibly be. He concludes his report by observing, that 
@ is so perfectly satisfied that the results of every trip hee been faith- 
fully recorded, that he submits them with perfect satisfaction, and he has 
no desitation in recommending the adoption of Mr, Beattie’s improve- 
ments on the line generally. 








Bessemer’s patent has been tried in the neighbourhood of Neath, and 
proved a complete failure. On December 31 the Briton Ferry Iron Company received 
two of Bessemer’s finest ingots of iron to test its value after passing through the rolls, 
Notwithstanding every care was bestowed on the process, it was d impossible to 
do anything with it to the purpose, and the manager informs us that old rekit iron, 
after passing through the same process, is worth by at least 3/. per ton more than that 
tTied on this occasion.— Cambrian, this day.

Inon AND oTHER Merats.—Messrs. J. Weems, of Johnstone, and J. 
H. M‘Crindell, of Glasgow, N.B., have patented some improvements in the processes 
employed in the smelting, or after manufacture, or working of iron and other metals 
and their ores, wherein air is or may be used for ae j the action of the furnace or 
furnaces, and consists in heating such air by means of steam-heated surfaces. The 
proposed ——— system is preferable in practice to any of those hitherto adopted, 
and is capable of effecting the desired result with a diminished expenditure of fuel. 
In practically carrying out this invention in a manner applicable, for example, to a 
cupola farnace for melting iron for foundry purposes, the air, on ite way from the 
blowing fan or other blast apparatus to the cupola, is made to pass, according to one 
modification, through a number of tubes, or through spaces formed by concentric cy- 
linders, or through passages of any convenient section, arranged in a vessel supplied 
with ste»m in any convenient manner, as for example, by admitting the waste steam 
ofasteam-engine. The tubes or the sides of the air passages are, preferably of metal, 
and the heat of the steam is communicated through them to the air passing along 
them, and the air is thus raised to a considerable temperature, its beneficial action on 
the furnace being thereby increased at an economical cost. 


Tron Ratpway Wueers.—Mr. W. J. Curtis, of Islington, has patented 
some improvements in the manufacture of iron railway wheels. The iron for mak- 
ing the spokes is at intervals rolled with inclined projecting edges, in order to form 
that part of each pair of spokes which produces the curve between two spokes, and 
by the conjoined series of spokes the ring or felloe on which the — is fixed. The 
tyre is formed with a projecting inner rib, with a dovetail or inclined groove, suit- 
able for receiving one of the inclined projecting edges of the ring of the wheel, and 
the tyre is also formed with a projecting or extending portion on one side, snitable 
to be bent over the other projecting inclined edge of the ring or felloe of the wheel. 
The tyre having been put on to a wheel, the projecting side is turned over by the 
pressure of a roller, so as to close on the second inclined edge of the ring or felloe of 
the wheel, and thus will the curved portions of the spokes which make up the ring 
* rey of the wheel be held securely in the dovetail groove produced on the inside 

the tyre. 


Surerueatine SteAM.—By direction of the Lords of the Admiralty one 
of the chief engineers of Woolwich dockyard has taken pa by the Dee to report 
on Mr. Weathered’s system of superheated steam, and to make minute observations 
in conjunction with the chief engineer of the vessel. A complete apparatus for 
thoroughly testing the system has been fitted on board the Dee, at a cost of about 
4000, e result of each trial has been reported in most cases satisfactory, showing 
that an economy of at least 40 per cent. is obtained by superheating the steam, which 
does not require the slightest addition of fuel, nor does it affect in the smallest de- 
gree the wear and tear of the machinery of the ship. ‘The French method of prevent- 
ing the radiation of heat from the pipes, by the application of Mr. Pimont’s system, 
lately introduced at Woolwich under the title of ** Calorifuge plastique ” has been like- 
wise fitted on board the Dee, and is reported to act admirably. 





Our readers are aware that Mr. John Clare, jun., of Liverpool, has de- 
voted great attention to the principlesof iron shipbuilding, and we are informed that 
those concerned in the iron trade are now ming aware of the importance of re- 
medying the defects of material hitherto complained of, it being the intention of Mr. 
Philip Williams, of Ti , to bring the subject under the notice of the ironmasters. 
It would appear that ships hitherto constructed have not been on the best principles, 
and that the metal used in some of them has been of inferior quality. In order that 
due security should be given to them freighting goods, or entrusting their lives to 
such vessels, it would be requisite that some defined plan should be laid down by the 
Board of Trade, and that without their certificate none should be allowed to sail; at 
the same time, Lioyd’s should not afford such easy facilities for insuring as at pre- 
sent exist. Mr. John Clare professes to be able to build these vessels on principles 
extant in mechanism : from time to time he has pointed out the defects in the present 
ships, and afforded very va:uable suggestions, both with regard to vessels of war as 
well as commerce; and now when the subject is about being brought nape | before 
the trade, we trust the quite will be fully and deliberately discussed in all its de- 
tails, and the result be the adoption of some practical mode of construction, that will 
enable iron ships to carry their passengers and cargo with safety, ae me avoiding 
those fearful sacrifices of life and property which are almost daily recorded, 


Trvper Benpinc.—Experiments have recently been made at Messrs. 
Collinge and Co.’s, Westminster-bridge-road, by the Timber Bending Patents Com- 
ny, to try the effect of their machine for bending timbers of large size. In this 
nstance, the “stick ”’ put in was 12 ft. long and 16 x 7 in thickness; and upon the 
machine being put in motion, its operation fully showed the correctness of the prin- 
ciple. The machine is of cast-iron, of right angular form, a centre pin being provided 
so as to allow the movable arm to be brought nearly para''e! tothe fixed one. The tim- 
ber to be bent, which is previously prepared by steaming, is firmly secured by a screw 
to the end of the movable arm, so that by bringing the extremities of the arms toge- 
ther, it is gradually drawn round a mould of the form required, it being prevented 
from expanding on the outer side by a strong chain, acting as a back strap, and the 
application of pressure at the end. It appears that woods of all kinds, and almost 
any size, can be bent to any curve by thix simple machine, and that the strength is 
actually increased by the operation, although by the usual method, which is expensive 
and unsatisfactory, the part where the curvature is greatest is rendered, invariably, 
the weakest, This invention admits of the employment of arched timbers for archi- 
tectural purposes, where otherwise expense would prevent it. Already a Roman 
Catholic cathedral has been built in the United States, with a dome formed of wood 
bent by this process; and it is much lighter, stronger, and cheaper than the combi- 
nation of metal, brick, papier-maché, frequently employed. The wood, after being 
bent into the required form, has to be kept in the same form, by mechanical means, 
for some time, in order that it may cool and dry; but it is then almost impossible to 
re-bend it to its former shape. A machine.bent knee has been proved by actual expe- 
riment to be far stronger than a natural knee. As the valueof the curved timber is more 
than double the value of straight, and as the strength is much increased, it appears 
os large profits will be made. It is anticipated that for Tt purposes it 
will be much used, as the most inferior timber now used in shafts and levels can be 
rendered equal to the best,
